PROMISE 


Promise lived up to the promise he had long shown with a four-year-old season that pro¬ 
duced four stakes victories at four different tracks, at distances from six furlongs up to a mile 
and one-sixteenth. 

The son of The Irishman, owned and bred by Stuart S. Janney, Jr., came back to the races at 
Pimlico after a five-month layoff and compiled a 5-for-8 record, including triumphs in the Cherry 
Hill, Jennings, Equipoise Mile and Carter Handicaps. 

Only Terrible Tiger and Arts and Letters won against him until his finale, the Salvatore Mile, 
in which he finished fifth, beaten a length and a half. The chartmaker commented that Promise 
"rallied around horses into the stretch and hung under his impost which was 125 pounds. 

Janney, a member of The Jockey Club, a director and former president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association and a former chairman of the Maryland Racing Commission later disclosed 
that the colt had been retired. 

He is standing at Glade Valley Farm near Frederick for a fee of $1,500. 

Probably his most satisfying race in three years of campaigning came in the Carter, in which 
he stalked the pace-setting Verbatim, then rushed by and staved off the bid of Iron Ruler to win 
by a head. 

He shouldered 124 pounds, spotting three to Iron Ruler and Royal Exchange and 10 to 
Verbatim. 

His triumph in the Equipoise Mile at Arlington Park came at the expense of Info, Terrible 
Tiger and T. V. Commercial. 

Although the margins were decisive. Promise spotted eight pounds to the champion. Arts and 
Letters, when finishing third in the Metropolitan Handicap. He led until the stretch. 

Promises sire. The Irishman, now deceased, also sired the excellent stakes winner Funny 
Fellow. 

His dam, Vowed, was bred by Mrs. Janney’s mother, Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps, owner of 
Wheatley Stable. Vowed is a half-sister to the stakes winners Brave Pilot and King’s Story. 

During the three seasons he raced. Promise was trained by Frank Y. Whiteley, Jr. and Frank 
A. Bonsai. Mr. Bonsai had the colt at 2 and 3 and turned him over to Mr. Whiteley when Bonsai 
took over the Cain Hoy Stable.

Before the first stakes appearance by Due by Right, in the seven-furlong Maryland Futurity 
at Laurel, there were offers to buy Mrs. Howard Haffner s colt, with discussion in the $50,000 
bracket. 

He promptly won, at 18-1, and naturally any further talk had to show a price increase. 
When he tried Laurel’s Senatorial Stakes, over a mile and one-sixteenth, the gray colt 
scored again and the discussion of his changing hands promptly was switched to his racing possi¬ 
bilities for the upcoming three-year-old season under the same colors. 

The Senatorial had been somewhat inconclusive, with Rollicking battling with him all the 
way down the stretch only to lose by a nose, but it did herald good things for 1970. 

Mrs. Haffner operates a 270-acre spread near Charlottesville, Va. In recent years, however, 
she has zeroed in on Maryland and the Maryland Fund program. Due by Right, from the last 
crop of the deceased sire. Due de Fer, was foaled at W^illiam G. Christmas Deepwell Farm, 
Monkton. 

His dam, Harlan County, was purchased for $1,500 in the Garden State fall yearling sale 
and wound up her career racing for a $1,000 claiming tag. 

She produced the stakes winning Pretko and a useful filly named Hear the Fear before Due 
by Right came along. 

An earlier result of a mating to Due de Fer was the filly. Yes Yes. Mrs. Haffner remembers 
Yes Yes as "tremendously impressive," but she developed a chip in her knee before getting to the 
races. She finished second at Laurel in her only start. 

It was the potential seen in Yes Yes that prompted a return to Due de Fer when that stallion 
was moved from Virginia to The Curragh, in Chesapeake City, Md. 

Due by Right made his debut at Garden State and his third-place finish was a shock to the 
bettors. They had made him a 23T shot. 

When trainer Charles Wahler shifted his operations to Laurel, the colt rewarded his backers 
with two straight victories before losing a neck decision. He was third and, for the first time, had 
set the pace. 

Jockey Rudy Rincon was instructed to try a different strategy in the Maryland Futurity. 
He kept him back in sixth position and made one big run to sweep by the opposition. Rollicking, 
the speedy colt from the J.I.B. Farm, fell victim to the surge through the stretch and Due by Right 
romped in a length winner in his first appearance in stakes company. 

In the Senatorial, again limited to Maryland-breds, they hooked up in the duel which lasted 
for most of the 1,320 feet in the stretch. The straightaway had been extended by an extra six¬ 
teenth of a mile in order that the race could start from the 1-mile chute. 

This time it took an agonizingly long time for the placing judges to give Due by Right the 
top money prize. It wasn’t enough to give him a clear-cut championship, but it did give would-be 
buyers an opportunity to dream of what might have been.

ROLLICKING 


Back in July and August, a poll taken by the Thoroughbred Racing Associations rated Rollick¬ 
ing as the nation’s leading two-year-old. 

The son of Rambunctious carrying the banner of the J.I.B. Farm, had won the Christiana 
Stakes at Delaware Park and the Tyro Stakes at Monmouth, before losing to Ring For Nurse despite 
a game performance in the Sapling. 

He’s still running gamely, and when trainer Bernard P. Bond begins Rollicking’s three-year- 
old stakes campaign, there is no reason to believe that he still does not merit a high national 
standing. 

Subsequent stakes engagements earned him fourth money in the World’s Playground Stakes, 
then after a layoff of almost three months, it was a runnerup status in the Maryland Futurity and 
Senatorial stakes, each time just behind Due by Right, the co-champion of the state-bred juveniles. 

Perhaps the most significant of his recent races was the Senatorial, when already being labeled 
only a sprinter. Rollicking gave up a 3-length lead, then challenged Due by Right again and lost 
by the narrowest of margins, over 1 1/16 miles, certainly no route for a sprinter. The placing 
judges had to wait six minutes before interpreting the finish photo, confused somewhat by the 
image from a mirror accidentally knocked out of adjustment. 

But the finish had reflected the confidence of the earlier T.R.A. poll and indicated that Bond 
still had what he labeled in the summer as the "best two-year-old I’ve ever trained.” 

The noted handler, who seems at his best with juveniles, had seen Rollicking fight back each 
time to win the summer stakes against unrestricted competition. 

In the Christiana, a rival had come within a head of the J.I.B. ace before jockey Joe Culmone 
urged him on to greater things. He had actually lost the lead in the Tyro in the stretch before 
giving a second effort. 

Marylanders saw what was probably his most eye-catching race, in his first start against other 
maidens at Pimlico. He reared at the start, trailed the next-to-last horse by four lengths, then 
circled the field to win handily. 

Bred by Mrs. Robert A. Leonard, the colt has raced in the name of Dr. Leonard and for J.I.B. 
Farm, the stable name for horses from Glade Valley Farms near Frederick. 

Dr. Leonard, Mrs. Jane B. Hart and the estate of Jack I. Bender own the breeding establish¬ 
ment. 

Rollicking’s sire. Rambunctious is represented by other such stakes winners as Tearing 
Around. Full O’ Prunes and Spring Morn. The co-champ’s dam, Martinetta, has one other foal— 
Chilly Wind, a 1969 winner.

CHERRY SUNDAE 

Entered for an $8,500 claiming tag in her first start, Cherry Sundae has gone on to amass 
earnings of $68,085 for two owners. 

She became a stakes winner of $19,890 by whipping a dozen rivals at Belmont Park in the 
seven-furlong Astarita Stakes. Her next outing, the rich Frizette, brought about her top take-home 
pay as the daughter of Sunrise Flight earned $22,500 for finishing second to Tudor Queen. 

Although Cherry Sundae escaped the halter brigade in her racing debut, she eventually 
changed hands. Bred and raced initially by Mrs. Walter Kelley, whose husband trained the deceased 
sire. Cherry Sundae was sold privately to the new Shelter Rock Stable of Vincent de Roulet, a 
member of The Jockey Club and a son-in-law of Mrs. Charles Payson, co-owner of Greentree 
Stable. 

Cherry Sundae is the most successful of a tasty family of cherry delicacies. 

She is the first stakes winner of six offspring from the mare. Cherry Puddin’ a full sister to 
the stakes winner, Cherry Flip. The sire, bred by Wheatley Stable, was destroyed in 1968 as the 
result of an injury while at stud in Maryland following a successful career as a major handicap 
winner. 

In four stakes races. Cherry Sundae has never failed to earn part of the purse. She finished 
fourth in the four-horse Astoria but gained third money after her jockey claimed foul successfully 
against Corte Madera. 

Her triumph in the Astarita came after a second place finish to Meritus in the Adirondack. 

Owner de Roulet decided to pay a supplementary fee of $5,000 to make her eligible for the 1- 
mile Frizette. On a track rated ''good,” she rallied from 11th and came within a length and a 
half of Tudor Queen. 

She was taken out of training following a disappointing sixth in the Gardenia trial.

MISTER DIZ 

AAister Diz followed the pattern of Repeating and Dancer’s Image in adding the three-year- 
old Maryland-bred championship to his juvenile title. 

The path for Nathan Cohen’s gelding to the top sophomore spot was two triumphs in the 
spring—The Prince George’s at Bowie and Pimlico’s Challedon—then a score at Laurel in the fall 
against older State-breds in the Constellation Handicap. 

In between was a summer of idleness and four disappointing races before the son of Panacean 
could get back to his springtime form. 

The 1968 two-year-old champion invaded Bowie with a string of stakes victories built up 
during the Laurel meeting of 1968 but in the Heagerty Stakes he could not put enough into 
his usual rally to catch the Charles Town speedster, Picnic Fare. 

In the slop of the Francis Scott Key, which had no restrictions as to place of birth, Mr. Coinci¬ 
dence won and Mister Diz was elevated from third to second through a disqualification. 

Then came the real good times. 

After Mister Diz whipped State-breds in an overnight event under Garth Patterson, Braulio 
Baeza came in to boot him in first in the Prince George’s Stakes. The closing-day Bowie bettors sent 
him off at 30 cents on the dollar. 

Rough Proof, his closest pursuer, could only get within 4^/2 lengths of him at the end of a 
mile and one-sixteenth. 

On to Pimlico, (where his owner serves as vice president) Mister Diz went off at similar odds 
in the Challedon and won by a half length, with Baron Bedros his closest rival. 

A couple of New York-based colts—Captain Action and Stiff Upper Lip—ended Mister Diz’s 
streak in the Survivor. Although favorite. Mister Diz relinquished the lead after a quarter. Cap¬ 
tain Action romped in an eight-length winner. 

But the title clincher came in November in the Constellation, in which Garth Patterson 
piloted him. They led all the way and won by a length and a quarter under 120 pounds, two less 
than Juvenile John. Theoretically Cohen’s youngster was topweighted considering his allowance for 
running against older horses. 

He tried them again, in the Monumental, but this time, lugging 124 pounds, his speed lasted 
only for a half, and Yankee Lad, Crack Ruler and Juvenile John zipped by him. 

But in his own age group, he shined the brightest. What about a third straight championship? 

Repeating set the precedent by annexing the 4-and-up crown in 1965. Mister Diz has already 
launched on this campaign.

PIT BUNNY 

It was the big race in the Delaware Oaks that first gave Pit Bunny national prominence. 

The stewards declared her guilty of interfering with Gallant Bloom and dropped Christiana 
htables filly to an official second, but her consistent record for the rest of the year probably could 
have earned her the 1969 Maryland-bred title. In all but one of her 1969 starts, she picked up a 
check. 

A Saratoga yearling sales product ($10,000), Pit Bunny is yet to win a stakes race. 

Gallant Bloom and Shuvee, which finished behind her in the Delaware event, were just ahead 
of the daughter of Hasty Road in her only two other added money appearances. 

Gallant Bloom, elevated to the winner’s circle at Delaware Park, also whipped her in the 
Gazelle Handicap at Belmont Park in which the Christiana ace led for three-quarters, then lost 
by three and a half lengths. 

Gallant Bloom went on to be voted the nation’s top filly and the best handicap runner in the 
distaff ranks. 

Shuvee, the 1968 sensation, bested the Maryland-bred at Saratoga in the Alabama. 

Two victories, plus a second and a third at Delaware Park in overnight races, prompted Mr. 

Lunger, owners of Christiana, to supplement Pit Bunny for the Oaks by paying 

It was an excellent investment, although the disqualification reduced their payoff from $38,- 
967.50 to $11,990. 

The chartmaker noted that Gallant Bloom "could not stay with Pit Bunny at the far turn,’’ but 
then was bumped when she began to surge forward near the eighth pole. 

Pit Bunny lasted on the front end for a mile of the mile-and-one-quarter Alabama before 
Shuvee could get by when entering the stretch. 

The 1969 champion was a member of the Saratoga consignment of Mr. and Mrs. Hugh J. 
O Donovan of Grasslands Farm, Upperco, where she was foaled. 

Abeyance Lass, dam of Pit Bunny, is a daughter of *Ambiorix out of Vulcania by Some 
Chance. 

She was bred by the late William Woodward’s Belair Stud. Her dam, Vulcania, was a stakes 
winner of $54,000. Vulcania’s dam was Vagrancy, one of the great Woodward producers. 

Mr. O’Donovan reports that Abeyance Lass is in foal to Quadrangle. Her most recent foal is 
Clare Bridge, a Quadrangle filly which the O’Donovans sold at Saratoga for $20,000 to Paul Mellon. 

Her sire. Hasty Road, stands in Virginia.

DOUBLE RIPPLE 

It has been more than a year since Double Ripple became the bargain claim of the Laurel 
meeting. 

Now, the filly that cost Victor Mosca $10,000 has long-since held the reputation of a hard¬ 
hitting stakes campaigner, good enough to win at times, and to compete on good terms in the rich 
races. 

Her total earnings for the year reached $84,607 in 27 starts. The daughter of Double Jay cap¬ 
tured two stakes in 1969—a division of the Whitemarsh Handicap at Liberty Bell Park and the 
Whimsical Stakes in Canada. 

She ran third in the Barbara Fritchie Handicap at Bowie, behind Too Bald and Miss Spin, 
then placed second in the New Castle Stakes and the Delaware Handicap at Delaware Park before 
returning to Canada to earn third money in the Mohawk at Woodbine. 

Until Double Ripple was claimed in November, 1968, she raced for Hunter Faulconer, the 
Virginian who bred her. This one has been by far the most successful of five reported foals from the 
mare. Royal Ripple. 

Mosca’s filly is the .38th stakes winner sired by Double Jay. 

If any one tactic could be safely predicted in the last part of the season for trainer John 
Tammaro s filly star, it is that she would be winging along in front in the first quarter. 

It was a race in April at Pimlico where she took on the role of a pace-setter. She built up 
a 3-length lead, then was headed by Good Game, and gamely put on a second burst of speed to 
win decisively. 

After that, the record shows that Eldon Nelson, her regular rider, either had her out in front 
or well up near the leader. 

She offered no resistance to Watch Fob’s stretch rally in the New Castle but held Singing 
Rain safe in the battle for second. 

Obeah whizzed by her to capture the rich Delaware Handicap, but, again, Mosca’s filly con¬ 
tinued on well to hold back Patee Canyon and earned $22,821 as the runnerup. It was her most 
lucrative race. 

At Fort Erie, she was topweighted and favorite for the Whimsical and she made the handi- 
oapper and the bettors look smart. None of the eight rivals could offer any serious threat for all of 
614 furlongs. 

The first running of the Whitemarsh was similar, with Henry Block reserving the filly enough 
in the stretch to turn back the bid of Wild Beauty, which later was disqualified for tethering 
Gay Matelda, the choice with Liberty Bell horseplayers.

\X/ illiam E. Durner has owned two racehorses. One was a filly which broke down after 
winning one race. The other, her half-brother, is the new turf champion among Maryland-breds, 
Corn Caster. 


He broke the Laurel record for ’‘about” a mile and one sixteenth in an overnight event, then 
came back to capture a division of the Congressional Handicap over the same course. 

Owner-trainer Durner keeps the son of *Cornplaster in training at Marlboro, regardless of 
where the races are being held. 

The Forrestville horseman is the Construction Officer for the Navy Department’s administra¬ 
tion office. 


It’s not big-time, but thus far. Corn Caster has earned $72,675 and he’s still going strong. 

Although Corn Caster still turns in a useful campaign in the cold-weather months when no 
turf racing is conducted in the area, it’s really the infield sport at which he specializes. 

At 36-1, Corn Caster made his stakes debut in the 1968 Brandywine Turf Handicap. He 
finished fourth to Birthday Card and was forced wide while rallying around horses on the turn. 

The gelding had only one victory to his credit for 1969 when Mr. Durner shipped him to 
Laurel following a campaign at the half-milers. 

He was third from last when jockey Bobby Kotenko sent him into high gear to begin passing 
horses. They raced by Juvenile John and reached the wire in 1:44, which eclipsed a fifth of a 
second off A1 Sirat’s mark. The margin was a half-length. 

Returning to action in the Congressional, first division. Corn Caster stayed closer to the pace 
but had a tougher time getting by Juvenile John, the topweighted favorite. 

He finally managed it, for a nose decision and Mr. Durner’s first visit to the winners’ circle in 
a stakes race. 

The gelding is a product of Charles E. Reithmeyer’s Potomac View Farm near Issue, Md. The 
farm fronts on the Potomac where Corn Caster recuperated from some banged up ankles by 
going for a swim. 

The sire, *Cornplaster, an English import, stands at Potomac View. 

Mr. Durner purchased Corn Caster as a yearling from Mr. Reithmeyer.

CURATOR 

Carrying the colors of John Harlan Williams, Jr., Curator capped his 1969 campaign by 
winning two stakes in New York, each time breaking the course record. 

Trainer A. P. Smithwick sent him after the nation’s largest steeplechase prize, the $50,000- 
added Temple Gwathmey, and approaching the 14th jump, he was second and apparently 
headed for the leader when something happened to him that had never happened before. 

He fell. It was the first spill in almost 600 competitive jumps for Maryland’s biggest current 
name among jumping horses. 

A poll in the Morning Telegraph selected *L’Escargot as the nation’s best jumper but in two 
successive stakes triumphs. Curator had taken 10 2/5 seconds off *L’Escargot’s course record for 
'^Vi miles over the big brush jumps at Belmont Park. 

In the $15,000-added International Steeplechase Handicap, the son of Assemblyman gave up 
his early lead to Georgia Joe and Jacko, then regained it quickly and romped off a five-length 
winner. The time was 4:47 2/5. 

Twenty-eight days later, with Dave Mitchell aboard, Williams’ jumper required six fences to 
catch Bampton Castle, then he drew away for an eight-length decision in the $20,000-added Brook 
Steeplechase Handicap. This time, the standard dropped to 4:42 1/5. 

The Belmont bettors backed Curator stronger than all but *L’Escargot in the Temple 
Gwathmey and the three miles seemed to offer little hindrance. Curator had never jumped better, 
until that 14th. 

Curator was foaled in Reisterstown at the farm of William V. Elder, the father of Mrs. 
Williams. The gelding was named in honor of Mrs. Williams’ brother, Billy Elder, who served as 
Curator of the White House during the Kennedy Administration. 

Curator raced successfully on the flat, notably in the middle-class claiming events. He became 
the first jumper to join the string of the great jockey, A. P. Smithwick, when he made his debut as 
a trainer. 

The dam is Ghost Dance, whose dam Masque produced two stakes winning jumpers. Go 
Llo/d Go and Shantyboat. Ghost Dance was obtained by the Elders from Janon Fisher, Jr., noted 
handler of jumpers from Glyndon. 

The sire. Assemblyman, stood at Worthington Farms when Ghost Dance was bred. Assembly- 
nian is now at Buckingham Farm, Mr. and Mrs. Edward Houghton’s place near Chestertown. 

What about 1970.^ Of course, they hope to get another chance at the Gwathmey, the one they 
seemed to have within their grasp. 

And the Belmont regulars will be expecting more records from him.

Xhe enactment into law of House Bill 106, which established the Maryland Fund program 
headed the list of developments for the State in the I960 s. 

Following the bill’s passage in 1962, the State’s breeding industry grew rapidly with bonuses 
and special races bringing about better purses and an improvement in the quality of horses and 
stallions. 

New farms were established and old ones were spurred into greater activity. 

Kelso, the national hero of the Sixties, was not a Maryland-bred but he carried the colors 
of Mrs. Richard C. duPont, who operates Woodstock Farm at Chesapeake City. 

Mrs. duPont joined with Canadian industrialist E. P. Taylor in creating a breeding and train¬ 
ing center in Cecil County which has made a significant impact on the State’s Thoroughbred scene. 

The great Maryland-breds of the era were national celebrities. 

Kauai King became the State’s first Kentucky Derby winner in 1966, then two years later 
Dancer’s Image finished first in the most controversial of all Derbies. 

Jay Trump’s triumph in the Grand National at Aintree, England, created new interest in 
Maryland’s special brand of steeplechasing—timber racing.

Native Dancer led all sires in Thomas E. 
Trotters 36th annual Experimental Handicap, 
placing five of his offspring on the list of 146 
horses. Tied for second place with four winners 
apiece were Bold Ruler, Jaipur and Ridan. 

Native Dancer, who stood in Maryland 
throughout his stud career, died in the fall of 
1967 from a twisted intestine. His final crop 
of foals are 2-year-olds of 1970. 

There were ten other Maryland stallions 
represented on the 1969 Experimental. 

They were: Nearctic (2), Rambunctious 
(2), Sunrise Flight (2), Due de Fer (1), Final 
Ruling (1), Maribeau (1), Nade (1), 
Northern Dancer (1), Right Proud (1) and 
Royal Orbit (1). 

Sunrise Flight and Due de Fer are deceased. 

Of the stallions represented which are alive, 
all except Final Ruling and Right Proud stand 
in Maryland’s Chesapeake City area. 

The Experimental is an annual evaluation of 
North America’s 2-year-olds of the previous 
season. Mr. Trotter, racing secretary for the 
New York Racing Association, this year gave 
the top impost to New York-bred Silent 
Screen at 128 pounds. This is the highest 
impost since Bold Lad was assigned 130 in 
1964. 

Native Dancer was owned by his breeder, 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, throughout his lifetime. 
After winning 21 of 22 starts, Native Dancer 
was retired to Mr. Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm 
in Baltimore county. He died at the New 
Bolton Veterinary Center in Pennsylvania fol¬ 
lowing an abdominal operation. 

Mr. Trotter showed himself in mild dis¬ 


agreement with the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association’s annual selection of champions 
by weighting Rollicking four pounds higher 
than Due by Right. In the MHBA’s selections, 
the two were exactly equal. Making the 
selections for the MHBA was Lawrence J. 
Abbundi, racing secretary at all of Maryland’s 
major tracks. 

But in Mr. Trotter’s opinion. Rollicking was 
a 166-pound Experimental horse while Due by 
Right was pegged at 112. 

Trotter and Abbundi showed themselves in 
agreement on the filly division, however. Both 
gave the top position to Shelter Rock Stable’s 
Cherry Sundae who was bred by Mrs. Walter 
A. Kelley. 

This daughter of the deceased sire Sunrise 
Flight gained a 112-pound impost—six pounds 
more than was assigned the second-best Mary¬ 
land-bred filly. Final Rush, owned by Guy Burt. 

Rollicking was bred by Mrs. Robert A. 
Leonard. Her husband, Dr. Robert A. Leonard, 
is manager and part owner of Glade Valley 
Farm. The Leonards continue to own an interest 
in the colt. Rollicking races for the Leonards 
and Stanley Bender under the nom de course 
of J.I.B. Farm. 

Mrs. Howard Y. Haffner is the owner-breeder 
of Due by Right. The gray colt was foaled at 
William G. Christmas’ Deepwell Farm in 
Monkton. 

Native Dancer’s five offspring weighted on 
the Experimental are: Protanto (120), Iron 
Warrior (109), Capercaillie (108), Exclusive 
Dancer (108) and Lullah Lullah (106).

compiled by Lawrence J. Abbundi 


As racing secretary for the three major racetracks in Maryland, Larry Abbundi was asked 
by Pimlico and Laurel managements to compile an Experimental Handicap of State-bred two-year- 
olds patterned after Tommy Trotter’s analysis of the national juvenile picture. 

It is planned as an annual compilation. 

He weighted 28 foals of 1967, based solely on their performances in 1969 with no projection 
as to their potential as three-year-olds. 

Mr. Abbundi ranked Due by Right and Rollicking with equal weights of 123 pounds and 
scaled the list down to 107 pounds where Misty Rullah and On A Tear were ranked. 

In Mr. Trotter’s rankings. Rollicking received 116 pounds as compared to 112 for Due by 
Right. 

But after watching the Senatorial Stakes at Laurel in which Due by Right won by the narrow¬ 
est of margins, Mr. Abbundi declared that he could not choose between them as to weights, despite 
two important triumphs by Rollicking outside Maryland-bred company. 

Due by Right had previously beaten Rollicking in Laurel’s Maryland Futurity, his only other 
stakes triumph.

Maryland's first reported foal of the 1970 
season was this brown colt born at Dr. I. W. 
Frock's Victory Hills Form on January 4. 
Owned by Mrs. John C. Mergler, the colt is 
a son of Iced Coffee and River Tigress. 
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Assisted by a computer which spews out figures in Lexington, Ky., the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association has compiled for the first eleven months of the 1969 season 
the most comprehensive report on Maryland-breds ever attempted. 

Set forth on the following pages are facts and figures regarding Maryland-breds 
which would have been impossible to uncover without the assistance of that wonderful 
machine in Kentucky. 

Since this was The Maryland Horse’s first call upon the computer’s services, 
there were some rough edges in the working arrangement which should be corrected in 
the years ahead. For example, next January the list will include the entire year, not just 
the first eleven months. 

We would hope, in the meantime, that the computer will itself make some cor¬ 
rections. It should, for example, classify "Newmarket Syndicate” under the N’s, and not 
come out with "Syndicate, Newmarket,” thereby placing it under the S’s. 

But we do not want to carp with a machine which did an absolutely remarkable 
job. We were awed by its reams of facts, figures and miscellaneous data on the 1969 
performances of Maryland-breds. 

We hope that our readers find the following report both accurate and informative. 



Maryland-breds Earn 10 Million 
In First Eleven Months Of Year

Alfred G. Vanderbilt (below) bred Maryland 
horses which won 59 races during period in 
this survey. They competed in 269 contests. 



IVtaryland-breds amassed total earnings of 
$10,003,064 during the first 11 months of 1969 
but such a figure may be deceiving until both 
ends of the money spectrum are studied. 

Considering the number of State foals which 
raced—2,746—the earnings per starter figures 
out to approximately $3,640. 

Money producers ranged from Promise, the 
State’s horse-of-the-year which netted $127,587 
for Locust Hill Farm, down to the innumerable 
group of horses which failed to earn a penny. 

State natives campaigned extensively on the 
Atlantic seaboard this year and won their share 
of races in Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey, 
New York and West Virginia. But they also 
fanned out to the rest of the nation, especially 
Tor stakes events. 


Indian Love Call won the Sequoia Handicap 
at Hollywood Park and Dizzy Babe placed 
twice at Golden Gate Fields. O Be Joyful won a 
stakes at Ak-Sar-Bcn in Nebraska then went to 
Centennial in Colorado for a smaller share. 


Berkley Prince twice ventured out of the 
State to capture the Michigan and Ohio Derbies. 
Robin’s Bug won a Hazel Park stakes and 
placed at Churchill Downs. Sport King and 
Promise scored in Chicago events and Canadian 
rivals fell victims to Forest Path and Double 
Ripple. 

At Thistledown, Miss Keymar earned part 
of the Eastertime Handicap purse and Brandy 
Sling captured the Ohio Marathon Champion. 
Little Doll placed in the Imp Stakes there. Final 
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Rush went to Narragansett for second money 
in the Jeanne d’ Arc. 

Alfred Vanderbilt and the Country Life 
Farm plus its partners led the State breeders 
in sending out the most starters among 
Maryland foals. 

Each was represented with 269, two more 
than the combined totals for Glade Valley Farms 
and Mrs. Robert Leonard. 

Vanderbilt led in number of wins—59—but 
the Glade Valley - Leonard combination topped 
the list in winners with 28. 

These establishments were among 890 dif¬ 
ferent breeders of State-breds which earned 
purse money. 

The Cohen family which controls Pimlico 
made inroads in the stakes picture with five 
performers in added-money races. 

Nathan Cohen, Pimlico vice president, had 
the three-time stakes winner Mister Diz, who 
was named top Maryland-bred three-year-old. 
Mrs. Ben Cohen, wife of the track secretary- 
treasurer, raced four stakes-placed horses. They

Calvary Cross, a four-year-old, won 11 races 
during the first 11 months, more than any 
other Maryland-bred. 

The son of Crasher, bred by Carlton Hunt, 
amassed his record in 20 starts. Although he 
raced a few times in Maryland during the 
year, all 11 triumphs came at Charles Town or 
Shenandoah Downs. 

(In December, the colt, Maryland Native, 
scored two more victories and matched Calvary 
Cross s win total. His 1969 earnings totaled 
$40,240 for owner Dorothy Macchi. Maryland 
Native was bred by Dr. C. Howard Scheid). 

Six-year-old Kind Request led State natives 
in the number of starts, 34, but captured only 
two victories and earned $3,428. 

• 

The oldest Maryland-breds to campaign in 
1969 were a couple of 13-year-olds named 
Bull Hero and Jolly Harp, age 13. 

Although a useful runner in past years, with 
total earnings of more than $80,000, Bull Hero 
raced only once in 1969, at Deep Run Hunt 
meeting, and finished fourth. He was bred by 
Melvin Blackburn. 

Jolly Harp bred by Elsie Markey, had a 
1 -for-l record with one race at Scarborough 
Downs and earned $638. He had earned a 
similar amount for one victory in 1968 at the 
Maine track.

Glade Valley Farm is a corporation owned 
by Dr. and Mrs. Robert A. Leonard, Mrs. Jane 
B. Hart and the estate of Jack 1. Bender. 

For the purposes of this January 1 to Novem¬ 
ber 30 survey, horses bred by Mrs. Leonard 
have been included with Glade Valley’s. 

Mrs. Leonard’s best horse is, of course. 
Rollicking. The 3-year-old son of Rambunctious 
deadheated with Due by Right as the best 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old of the 1969 season. 

In addition to Rollicking, the Glade Valley 
Farm produced the stakes-winning Forest Path 
and two additional stakes-placed horses—Baron 
Bedros and Wig Out. 

Mr. Vanderbilt was the breeder of one 
Maryland-bred stakes winner and two which 
placed in stakes. Indian Love Call captured 
Hollywood Park’s Sequoia Handicap. Show Off 
and Stiff Upper Lip were stakes-placed. 

From the Locust Hill Farm owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. Janney came Promise, the best Mary¬ 
land-bred performer of the 1969 season. 
Promise won four 1969 stakes (Equipoise Mile 
H, Carter H, Jennings H and Cherry Hill H) 
and placed in the Metropolitan H.

Nathan Cohen Is Leader 
In 1969 Md.-Bred Awards 



N^athan L Cohen, vice-president of the Pimlico race track, was Maryland’s biggest winner of 
breeder awards during the 1969 season. 

Three horses bred by Mr. Cohen gained awards for him, but the contributions of the lesser 
two (With Hope and Gompie) were of minor consequence. It was Mister Diz who amassed 
SI0,000 in breeder awards for Cohen. With Hope and Gompie contributed only $250 apiece. 

Mr. Cohen’s total of $10,500 gave him a wide margin over the runner-up, Mrs. Ephraim 
Winer. Mr. and Mrs. Winer, owners of the Hill-N-Dale Farm, accounted for $8,025 in breeder 
awards. 


Third-place finishers were Mr. and Mrs. Stuart S. Janney, Jr., of Glyndon, who took down 
S7,670. 

Breeder awards are paid in three categories—Maryland Fund Breeder, Maryland Fund Stallion 
and Open Race Bonuses. Mr. Cohen received $10,000 of his $10,500 total from the Maryland Fund 
Breeder division through the success of Mister Diz in Maryland Fund stakes. 

Mister Diz’s sire, Panacean, also profited by his son’s success. Panacean earned $5,000 in 
stallion bonuses for Mr. and Mrs. Winer. Although Panacean was recently sold by the Winers to C. 
William Hetzer, bonuses accrued to the Winers since they were the owners of Panacean when 
Mister Diz was conceived. 

In addition to the $5,000 earned in stallion awards from Mister Diz’s winning Maryland Fund 
races, the Winers also received $950 in stallion awards for Bronze Babu and Polarity. 

Other Winer breeder awards came from the winners Adonis ($600), Duke O’Duckett 
($1,000) and Ain’t She Sweet ($500). 

The Janneys had no stallion income. Their awards came chiefly from the success of Promise_ 

the best Maryland-bred performer of the 1969 season. Of the Janneys’ $7,670 total, $3,500 was 
gained by Promise. In one race (the Jennings Handicap at Pimlico), Promise took down \ $3,000 
award. 


Other breeder award winners for the Janneys were Irish Stile ($2,500), Ten Strike ($650), 
L’Aiglon ($500), Ballsbridge ($200) and Strike Gold ($320).

Mr. Gillet’s wife and her son 
operate Mereworth Farm in Lexington, Ky. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gillet were married in 1956. 
Mrs. Gillet was the widow of Walter J. Salmon 
who was the Mereworth owner. 

Although a highly successful businessman, 
Mr. Gillett achieved his greatest reputation as 
a fighter pilot during World War I. He shot 
down 21 planes and was the first air ace to 
come from Baltimore. During the first six 
months he was overseas he shot down ten 
German planes. 

By the close of the war, Mr. Gillet reported 
he had shot down 36 planes and balloons, al¬ 
though he was officially credited with 21 
planes. 

He was decorated by both the British and 
Belgian governments. 

After the war he returned to Baltimore and 


became vice president of Gillet & Company. 
Later he was vice president of Frank L. Wight 
Distilling Company, director of the Gillet 
Realty Company, and finally president of the 
Gillet Wright, from which he retired a few 
years ago. 

Mr. Gillet was a sportsman who had hunted 
and fished in Ireland, Scotland, Canada, Alas¬ 
ka and Mexico. 

He was the son of Mr. and Mrs. George M. 
Gillet. He attended The Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity and the University of Virginia. 

John Bejshak 

Johnny Bejshak, regular rider for Discovery 
during the 1930’s died last month following a 
heart attack. In recent years Johnny had been 
custodian of the jockeys’ room at several East¬ 
ern tracks. 

Funeral services were held in Baltimore and 
burial in Salisbury, Pa. 

Mr. Bejshak was the son of a Canadian tailor. 
He began his career in 1925 by going to work 
for Commander J.K.L. Ross in Montreal. Later 
he went to Kentucky where he was described 
by one trainer as “small of stature, light of 
bone, a good, round, honest face and a tireless 
worker.’’ 

Johnny rode his first winner in 1927—the 
mare Plain Polly. 

Daniel H. Hodgman 

Daniel Holmes Hodgman, an owner-breeder 
member of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association since 1966, died recently at his 
Beverly Farm near St. Michaels. Mr. Hodgman 
was 66 years old. 

A breeder of both Thoroughbreds and 
Tennessee Walkers, Mr. Hodgman was also 
active in yachting. He owned and operated 
the Poplar Island Yacht Club, was founder of 
Sportsmen’s Conservation, Inc., of America, 
sponsor of Ducks Unlimited, Inc., of Talbot 
county and was a member of the National 
Wildlife Federation and the National Rifle 
Association. 

A native of St. Louis, he was graduated from 
Williams College in 1925 and the Harvard 
Business School in 1927. He was a major in the 
Army Air Corps during World War II.

Barbs Delight, the tenth greatest money¬ 
winning Maryland-bred of all time, has been 
retired and will stand the 1970 season at Pat- 
chen Wilkes Farm in Lexington, Ky. 

Owned by Hal Steele, Guy Huguelet and 
Gene Spalding, Barbs Delight was bred by the 
late Donald Motch and the late Mrs. T. K. Ellis. 
He was foaled in Baltimore county at R. Bruce 
Livie’s farm. 

Winner of $266,567, Barbs Delight was a 
bang-up second in the 1967 Kentucky Derby, 
losing to Proud Clarion. He is by Bagdad out 
of Flora MacDonald by Alquest. His fee will 
be $1,500, live foal. 

Aifcheson Riding In England 

Joe Aitcheson, perennial leader among Amer¬ 
ica’s steeplechase riders, is currently in England 
where he is riding for Fred Winter, the former 
great jockey who trained Jay Trump for his 
Grand National score in 1965. 

Aitcheson, a Laurel resident, rode in France 
in 1968 on several jumpers trained by Mikey 
Smithwick. 

His connection with Winter was made by 
Tommy Smith who rode Jay Trump to victory 
in the English classic five years ago. 
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Maryland Stallion's Son Honored 

Nijinsky, a son of the Maryland stallion 
Northern Dancer, was topweighted on the Eng¬ 
lish Free Handicap for 2-year-olds of 1969. 

Northern Dancer is owned by his breeder, 
E. P. Taylor, and stands at Mr. Taylor s Wind- 
fields Farm in Chesapeake City. 

Nijinsky was assigned 133 pounds on the 
Free Handicap. Second high weight went to 
Approval who was pegged at 131. 

Owned by Charles W. Engelhard, Nijinsky 
was the winner of all four of his Irish starts 
before winning the Dewhurst Stakes in Eng¬ 
land. He is advance favorite for the first 1970 
English classic, the Two Thousand Guineas. 

Nijinsky’s No. 1 ranking came as a surprise 
to David McCall, manager of Engelhard’s 
European racing stable. A few days before the 
weightings were announced, McCall com¬ 
mented: "I rather doubt he will even be in¬ 
cluded on the English Free Handicap since he 
raced there only once. Of course, I suspect he 
will top the Irish handicap.” 

Ordinarily, when a horse gains as much 
recognition as Nijinsky has, you expect the 
stable to be as high on him as anyone else, but 
McCall was extremely conservative in his ap¬ 
praisal of the colt. 

Said the manager: "We are beginning to 
have the slightest bit of doubt that he is as 
good as we thought- Actually, he did not win 
his last race as easily as we would have wished. 
Vincent O’Brien, our trainer, has five 2-year- 
olds that he has come to feel are pretty much 


equal and the running of some of the others 
has not been sensational.” 

Nevertheless, McCall still holds high hopes 
of winning the Guineas with Nijinsky, although 
he apparently is not very hopeful the colt will 
get 11/2 miles well enough to win the Epsom 
Derby. On the other hand, English writers 
which attended the International at Laurel, 
were more lavish in their praise of Nijinsky 
than was McCall, so perhaps the stable just 
prefers not to talk very confidently until after 
the fact. 

McCall also reported that Mr. Taylor has 
re-purchased an interest in Nijinsky’s yearling 
full brother, which was sold to Engelhard for 
$140,000 at the Canadian yearling sale last 
year.

]VIr. and Mrs. Dean Bedford have been 
Harford county horsemen, sportsmen, and land- 
owners since "long before the Harford joined 
the Elkridge." 

But they can also give a quick review of 
their families from Henry VIII to present, and 
reminisce about last year’s safari to Kenya with 
no trouble at all. 

Mr. Bedford says that he has been "president, 
treasurer, and secretary of the Elkridge-Harford 
Hunt for donkey years, as they say in Eng¬ 
land." 

He noted that a "donkey is a very old 
animal." 

When the Bedfords purchased their land in 
the late 1920 s, it was stated in the deed that 
"those lands shall be known as Fox Hill." They 
named their farm accordingly.

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county from Long Island. ’*We re all Yankees 
from Brooklyn,” claimed Mr. Bedford, whose 
father was chairman of the Board of the 
Standard Oil Company. 

Mr. Bedford worked in the company, himself, 
for many years. 

"My paternal grandfather was an English¬ 
man,” explained Mr. Bedford. “He used to go 
back to England every year on a sailing vessel, 
to transact business.” 

Continuing his story, Mr. Bedford said that 
his father founded the American Petroleum 
Institute. “During World War I,” said Mr. 
Bedford, “the Germans were advancing on 
Paris and the French had run out of fuel oil. 

“A representative of the French government 
came to my father and asked for help. My 
father got all of the other oil companies to¬ 
gether and they sent gasoline, by ship, to the 
French. It was in unmarked barrels so that no 
one would be advertising. 

“The French used that gasoline to send their 
Army out to fight the Germans. Some of them 
went in taxicabs. That alliance of oil companies 
was the beginning of the American Petroleum 
Institute.” 

Mr. Bedford says that all of his British 
relatives are gone now, but Mrs. Bedford adds 
“he’s just foxy—he hasn’t looked them up.” 

Mrs. Bedford, the former Louise Banks Lott, 
traces her ancestry back to 1630, when her 
family moved to Holland “because they didn’t 
like Henry VIII.” 

“Then” she continued, “from Holland they 
came here with all the other Dutch, and lived 
on Long Island. 

“All of my family were loyal to the British 
government during the Revolution, except 
one black sheep of the family. He ran away and 
joined the Revolution and that is the only 
reason why any of my family has any right 
to be a Daughter or Son of the Revolution.” 

The Bedfords have a distinctive antique 
grandfather clock in their front hall. It has a 
piece fitted into the front, where a bullet went 
through it during the Revolutionary War. 

As Mr. Bedford tells the story, one of Mrs. 
Bedford’s forebears owned the clock. Hessian

soldiers came to his house. They thought he was 
hiding in the clock, so they shot through it. 

Mr. Bedford laughed. The man was hiding 
in the wine cellar. He is believed to have 
escaped. 

Later, the extra piece of wood was inserted 
to cover the bullet hole, but there is a scar 
visible on the inside of the clock, where the 
bullet was stopped. 

The Bedfords still go over to England and 
Ireland about once a year. They hunt, fish and 
shoot. Last February they took a three week 
safari to Kenya and Tanzania. 
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According to Mr. Bedford, it was a great 
trip. Only four people went, and they took a 
Land Rover. ''We got some good pictures, too,” 
he said. 

The Bedfords have imported many British 
ideas through the years. Their house is a model 
of an English cottage, with heavy wooden 
beams and thick doors. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Bedford make constant 
references to the way things are done in Eng¬ 
land. For instance, they commented that horses 
are used much more in England than they are 
in the United States. Many breweries deliver 
beer in horse-drawn wagons. 


About three years ago, Mr. Bedford bought 
some Highland mares in Scotland. He bred 
them to Thoroughbred stallions in the United 
States, and he plans to breed one of the filly 
foals back to another Thoroughbred stallion. 

Highland ponies are sure-footed. They are 
used to drive stags out of the mountains for 
hunting in Scotland. 

Mr. Bedford hopes to obtain tough, sensible 
riding horses from the matings. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Bedford think that people who use only 
Thoroughbreds for hunters are being unrealistic. 

"They care about looks,” said Mr. Bedford. 
"But usually a non-Thoroughbred will be more

sensible, and know how to pace himself better. 
You don’t need a Thoroughbred to hunt. 

"When I was a youth, the only way to get 
around was with horses. We kept one hooked 
up to a carriage all day long—just like a station 
wagon. We took him out whenever we wanted 
to go someplace.” 

Mrs. Bedford said her husband is one of the 
few people who still knows how to drive a 
coach-in-four. Mr. Bedford explained that it 
requires extremely light hands. The skill may 
become extinct before long, because the average 
horse owner gets so little practice. 

Mr. Bedford used to ride in steeplechases, 
and he did some showing as a teenager. 

Mrs. Bedford won two Geist Cups at Bryn 
Mawr. “In those days, people always showed 
their hunters,” she commented. 

Neither of their families was involved in 


the sporting side of horses, but Mrs. Bedford 
said she had an uncle who rode. 

"And my family crest shows two stallions 
rampant,” she explained. "So there must have 
been some interest in horses somewhere.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Bedford started the Taylor 
Pony Club, as a branch of the Canadian Pony 
Club, in about 1936. It was mainly a gathering 
of local children—and a place where their own 
children could ride. 

That club was probably the first pony club 
in the United States, according to Mr. Bedford. 
"They call us the grandfather of the Pony 
Clubs.” 

The Bedfords are still active in the pony 
club, and in addition to it, they help sponsor 
the Laurel Camp in June. Held at Laurel race¬ 
track, the camp is open to everyone under 21. 

Says Mrs. Bedford, "All they have to do is 
bring themselves, their cots, their horses and 
their cleaning stuff.” They receive various types 
of instruction and practice. 

Another Bedford project consists of riding 
programs for disabled persons. The practice 
is widespread in England, and a year and a 
half ago the Bedfords organized a program 
with the Harford Center for the Retarded. 

Some of the retarded people are children, 
and some of them are older, but they are all 
bussed to Mr. and Mrs. Holden Rodgers’ farm. 

At the farm, each person gets a chance to 
get up on a horse for about a half an hour. 

Mr. Bedford explained that it takes three 
people to help one retarded person ride. One 
person leads the horse (or pony) and one 
person walks on each side to make sure the 
rider does not fall. 

About eight or ten different people from 
the Harford Center come to the farm every 
week. "It gives them something to do, and 
also gives them contact with animals,” said 
Mr. Bedford. 

Most of the Bedfords’ horses are imported 
from England. The ones which they have bred 
in the United States are usually out of English 
mares. 

This trend is reflected in the names of their 
horses, such as Mr. Bedford’s "old gray mare” 
Cottesmore, who was named after the first 
hunt in England when he tried her out. 

Another horse, Buckfastleigh, was named 
after a town in Dorset, England. 

Mr. Bedford says that he has not foxhunted 
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this year, ’’but I may get the old gray mare 
out again.” 

Mrs. Bedford was surprised when the same 
question regarding foxhunting was posed to 
her. "Why, I’ve only hunted about 60 times 
this year,” she answered. 

From 1958 to 1962, Mr. Bedford was joint 
master of the Elkridge-Harford with the late 
Edward S. Voss. In 1963 Mrs. Bedford became 
joint master with Mr. Voss. They remained 
joint masters through the 1966 season. Mr. 
Bedford was also joint master with S. Bryce 
Wing of the Harford Club (before it merged 
with the Elkridge) in 1932 and 1933. 

The Bedfords have about 17 horses and 100 
acres on their farm. They have bred Norwich 
terriers since 1926, and they have about 16 
of them currently at their farm. 

The Bedfords’ kennel is called Pemberton 
Kennel, and before World War II, Mr. Bedford 
had a private pack, the Pemberton Beagles. 

At one time, he recalls, he had 60 couples. 
An oil painting by Frank Voss, hung over their 
sofa, depicts Mr. Bedford in the field with his 
beagles. Mr. Bedford said that Mr. Voss became 


so enthusiastic about the painting, that he 
showed each dog individually in the picture. 

Mrs. Bedford pointed to one hound on the 
end, Trixie, who had had puppies on their 
couch. 

Mr. Bedford said he used to hunt hares with 
the beagles, and his children would whip-in 
"with great protest.” 

During World War II, Mr. Bedford was in 
command of the War Dogs, at Front Royal, 
Va. They had about 2,000 dogs, which were 
"used as scouts and messengers—some of them 
even went to the front.” 

Mrs. Bedford remembered that they ended 
up keeping one of the dogs after the war. 
Bosco, a Standard Schnauzer from Flushing, 
N. Y., had been given to the Army because he 
bit the postman and the garbageman. 

After the war, his owners did not want him 
back, so the Bedfords kept him. Mrs. Bedford 
said he was "fine with people he knew.” 

Asked how he named his kennel, Mr. Bedford 
explained, "we are not related to the Duke of 
Bedford. But we are related to the Duke of 
Pemberton.” •

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Maryland’s Wilhelmina Trueman 
Is Everybody’s Champion Trainer

JVtrs. Elmer Trueman is a woman horse 
trainer. She will be 77 years old next month. 

She may be the oldest woman trainer in the 
United States. As she puts it, “there may be 
some older, but where they are, I don’t know.” 

A little woman with steely blue eyes, Mrs. 
Trueman has been working with horses for 57 
years. She spent 50 years as her husband’s as¬ 
sistant. When he died seven years ago she took 
over on her own. 

Full of sayings, some of which are so old 
that they seem new, Mrs. Trueman looks back 
wistfully on the partnership she shared with 
her husband. 

“Two is better than one, even if one of them 
is a cabbage head like me,” she said. 

But Mrs. Trueman isn’t one to lag behind the 
times. “Racing is a commercial business, now,” 
she emphasiz^. “It didn’t used to be that way, 
but you have to go with the trend. I know. I 
started when I was 20 and that wasn’t yester¬ 
day. You see a lot of changes.” 

For instance, Mrs. Trueman likes the old 
barns at Bowie, where she is stabled. She says 
that she doesn’t want to move to the new 
barns, for fear they’ll be cold. 

“But,” she explained, “it’s up to them. I’ll 
go along with whatever they do and whatever 
is done.” 

Looking back on her career, Mrs. Trueman 
talks first about Toddle On. The horsewoman 
raised her and won the Maryland Futurity with 
her in 1937. 

“In February I predicted she would win the

Maryland Futurity, and she won it in October. 
It all happened just the way I planned it. And 
was I happy!” she laughed. 

Another highlight was the horse George 
Smith. Her husband broke him, and the horse 
went on to win the Kentucky Derby of 1916. 

“Oh, it’s a funny game,” warned Mrs. True¬ 
man, “so many things happen that it’s not even 
funny.” 

She thinks that “racing is not a bit more 
honest than in the old days. You had good 
horses then and you have them now. And those 
trainers knew a horse from A to Z.” 

Mrs. Trueman gives modern equipment little 
credit for making it harder to cheat. She thinks 
people will “find a way” if they mean to be 
dishonest. 

But Mrs. Trueman is a stickler for honesty, 
herself. “Honesty is the best policy, in any 
game,” she pronounced. “True sportsmanship 
has been my theory right along. If a horse is 
not doing good, then I tell the owners he’s 
not doing good. That’s the reason I don’t have 
a barnful,” she explained. 

If there were one piece of advice which she 
would give to newcomers in the game, it is 
“pick somebody who will be honest with you.” 

“There’s an old saying,” counseled Mrs. True¬ 
man, “that the sun brings everything to its sur¬ 
face. You can’t hide anything long, because 
before you know it, your secret will rise up in 
front of you. It’s like a drowning man—his 
body will float on the top.” 

Besides dishonesty, Mrs. Trueman deplores 
year-round racing. “If you run a horse 32 times 
a year, by the third year he’s ready for the 
trash heap,” she said. 

“Every horse needs a rest,” she explained. 
“You have to make every race count—look at 
the good horses and see how often they run.” 

The south is a “different story altogether,” 
according to Mrs. Trueman. She and her hus-

band used to go to Florida in the winter, but 
she doesn’t go any more. 

“The south is a melting pot,” she said. “The 
racing is hard. And if you have a lot of 2-year- 
olds, you’re hamstrung. There aren’t enough 
races to run them all. You have to have a 
mixed stable.” 

Mrs. Trueman’s stable varies. Right now she 
has about five horses. The most she has had 
at one time is 12. 

“If horses don’t show me much they go right 
out,” she warned. 

“Breeding is important. I go by that a lot,” 
she explained. “One horse I had was bred to 
go a distance of ground. I knew that and that’s 
the way I trained him. And sure enough he 
turned out to be a distance horse. 

“But the best doesn’t always turn out to be 
the best. Breeding doesn’t tell you everything. 

“I don’t say I’m a wizard. But I take my time 
and try to do a good job.” 

When asked about her family, Mrs. True¬ 
man said “my daughter came from Canada.” 
Later she explained that she and her husband 
had been living in Canada when their daugh¬ 
ter was born. 

Freda, now Mrs. Martin Reel, is the True¬ 
mans’ only child. Mrs. Trueman lives with Mr. 
and Mrs. Reel, in Seabrook, a community just 
a “hop, skip and a jump” from Bowie. 


Mrs. Trueman has one grandson, who is 22 
and does “new machine work.” Later she re¬ 
called that he works for the IBM company. 

She says that her grandson doesn’t care about 
horses at all, but her daughter and son-in-law 
have some horses of their own. 

“You have to be dedicated to be around 
horses,” Mrs. Trueman stated. “I like them, and 
I always have.” 

Mrs. Trueman also loves the track itself. 
“Racing has put a lot of people to work,” she 
explained. “Racing has given jobs to people all 
over the country. 

“It has made fine young men out of boys. 

“Everybody gets along at the track. I wish 
we had more sports like it. Everybody respects 
other people here. That is their duty. 

“Young girls come here and learn to ride. 
They are a lovely lot of girls. They are willing 
to work and they do work. 

“They don’t have any fish hooks in bed. They 
get out here early in the morning. They are 
a big asset to racing. In the future, it’s going 
to be mostly girls at the track. They are willing 
to work, and they want to get ahead—to be a 
success.” 

Still discussing a girl’s role at the track, Mrs. 
Trueman said, “I glorify them. They want to 
prove to people they can do it and they can. 
When the work is done they go home.” • 
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Joseph L. Aitcheson, Jr. 


Maryland's Steeplechase Leaders 

For the twelfth time in the last 13 years, 
D. Michael Smithwick was the nation s leading 
money-winning steeplechase trainer in 1969. 

His steeplechase stable earned $172,931 dur¬ 
ing the year. Michael G. Walsh’s horses finished 
second with cumulative earnings of $105,299. 
Sidney Watters, Jr., was third with $92,372. 

Mikey Smithwick’s principal owner was, of 
course, Mrs. Ogden Phipps. Her five-horse 
stable accounted for $99,981, making her the 
leading steeplechase owner of the year. 

Smithwick, who was born and raised in 
Maryland, saddled 34 steeplechase winners— 
seven more than his closest rival, Jonathan 
Sheppard. 

Among the professional steeplechase riders. 
Laurel’s Joseph L. Aitcheson, Jr., was again the 
leader. From 172 mounts, he came home astride 
41 winners. Douglas R. Small, Jr., who was 
born and raised in Maryland, was second with 
21 scores. 

Topping the amateur jockeys was Louis 
(Paddy) Neilson, 3d, with 11 victories. Mary¬ 
land’s George Strawbridge, Jr., was second with 
nine. In third place came Russell B. Jones, Jr. 
Mr. Jones, who owns, trains and rides his 
horses, had eight winners.

Chris Wood, Jr., has been named director of 
public relations for the Colonial Cup Racing 
Association, according to an announcement 
from Raymond G. Woolfe, general manager 
and coordinator.

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In Every Language at Newmarket 
The Religion is ‘Adoration of the Horse’ 


The work involved in publishing this particular issue of The Maryland Horse has made it impos¬ 
sible for Snowden Carter to write further on the Horsemen's Tour for this month. He hopes to 
resume his narrative of the trip in the February iisue. As a substitute, the following article about 
Newmarket is offered- It is reprinted from Le Monde, a Paris newspaper. The translation was done 
by Milton R. Daniels, ]r. Mr. Daniels, a Coast Guard engineer working in Washington, has never 
been to France. His ability with the language was gained by three years of high school French at 
Poly. He did not pursue his study of French while at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
The Baltimorean now enjoys an occasional bout with French, translating just for fun. Mr. 
Daniels' translation of the Le Monde article follows: 

By Louis Deniel 


D iiring the "December Sales," Newmarket 
forms a strange universe. People feel the first 
astonishment as early as the railroad station 
when they descend from the winding local that 
four times a day in each direction assures a 
connection with Cambridge at about twenty 
kilometers from there. There is no longer a 
clerk on the platforms nor in the office; the 
last employee was sheltered in the switching 
tower. One asks about this desertion: the build¬ 
ings of the station are proceeding to be sold 
to a firm of horse brokers who offered a large 
price in order to install there a new office. The 
horse evicting the train which had supplanted 
it a century ago, a curious reversal of things. 

It is useless to look for a hotel room. The 
taxi driver explained to us that all are full up 
for a year and it is true; a person reserves his 
room from one year to the next- If a person 
hadn’t taken the precaution twenty years ago, 
when one could still find a room to retain there 
once and for all, or if a person did not find in 
the legacy of a kinsman breeder a moral right 
to see one allocated a room, a person lodges 
with a resident. Each widow of Newmarket, of 
Cheveley, of each of the villages for ten miles 


around has her "stranger" who arrives punc¬ 
tually each year the eve of the first day of the 
sales, and for the sake of which she regularly 
prepares in advance her most expert pastry. 

For a week the streets are cosmopolitan. But 
curiously, they yield a stream of the world’s 
economy: the Thoroughbred horse, an animal 
of great luxury, is able to be bought only by 
the wealthy, and in the streets of Newmarket 
a person hears spoken mostly the languages of 
the countries in full prosperity. This year, for 
example, the biggest buyers have been the 
Japanese, followed by the Americans and the 
Germans. 

The sales take place in a large octagonal 
establishment of pink brick. Near the door, at 
the center of a mass of shrubs, the statue of a 
fox is a reminder of what the Thoroughbred 
owes to this animal. At the beginning, riding 
to hounds for the fox justified the choice of a 
breed of horses faster than others. 

In the interior of the building, one thousand 
to fifteen hundred men and women, depending 
on the sessions, appear on the tiers like those 
of a circus. The arrangement of the place alone 
does not bring to mind a circus. There reigns 
a silence recalling that which establishes itself

when the trapezist shoots upward for the leap 
of death: a quasi-religious silence. And truly, 
it is a sort of religion which is practiced here: 
the adoration of the horse. Nothing matters but 
the animal which whirls around on the track. 
What have been its successes? Those of its 
ancestors as far back as the fortieth generation, 
successes brought to mind by an enormous 
open catalogue on the knees of each bystander. 
Nothing matters but the horse, the price that 
a neighbor is inclined to offer for it, and the 
sum that a person is able himself to spend. 

This year, the Queen attended three sessions 
of the sales. When she entered, by a small door 
next to those by which the horses enter, the 
auctioneer interrupted, a few seconds while she 
was being seated, the litany of the bidding. A 
part of the audience stood up, then everyone 
turned back his attention to the broodmare 
which at the moment was in the ring. 

United by a common passion, the audience 
in everything else is dissimilar. One encounters 
for that matter some small farmers, of whom 
the family has always possessed two or three 
mares, and who came at the steering wheel of 
antique Fords, some peers of England splen¬ 


didly poor with their thousands of acres that 
became insufficient to maintain the family cas¬ 
tle, and some financiers from London whose 
Rolls glitter in the parking lot. 

As with all passions, those of the horse lead 
to some excesses. These are of the outrageous 
prices that were customary this year in New¬ 
market. A single example concerns a mare who 
made all of her career in France: Pavia II—a 
filly by Prince Taj, to be sure, but who was 
only just able to win a race at Rambouillet and 
whose maternal family registers only from 
Arctic Prince in the third generation—reached 
16,000 guineas ($38,352). 

In Deauville, she would probably not have 
gone beyond 100,000 francs ($18,000). Why 
an English price double that of the French? 
First, because here the market is better organ¬ 
ized, cleaner, and brighter. Nearly all sales are 
without reserve.” There are none of those dis¬ 
couraging practices that raise up the "reserves,” 
the calamity of the French sales. 

Perhaps also, in Newmarket the buyers 
submit themselves to the peculiar spell that 
enables this village of ten thousand inhabitants 
to become for a week the world capital of the 
horse. •

Chapter XVI 

THE HORSE OF THE CENTURY 


e greatest race horse the American turf 
has ever seen made his appearance about the 
time I separated from Mr. Belmont and be¬ 
gan organizing my own stable. That was Man 
o’ War, the wonderful striding son of Fair 
Play—Mahubah, by *Rock Sand, bred by Mr. 
Belmont at the Nursery Stud in 1917. When 
Mr. Belmont decided to devote all his time to 
war work he offered to sell his entire crop of 
yearlings to Samuel D. Riddle, of Philadelphia. 
Louis Feustal and Mike Daly, the Riddle 
trainers, inspected the crop and reported back 
that they were undersized, advising against 
their purchase. Later when Mr. Belmont put 
them up for sale at Saratoga Springs, Mr. Rid¬ 
dle was struck with the appearance of Man o 
War. He asked his trainers how they had come 
to consider that particular horse undersized 
and they told him Man o’ War had not been 
among the lot shown to them on their Ken¬ 
tucky visit. This made Mr. Riddle suspect that 
the owner of the Nursery Stud had in mind 
holding the Fair Play—Mahubah yearling out of 
the sale and also made him more anxious than 
ever to get hold of the youngster. It is true 
Mr. Belmont had intended to do that very 
thing, but he was afraid the entire sale might 
suffer if he made any reservations and so Man 
o’ War became the property of the Philadel¬ 
phia sportsman for five thousand dollars, the 
greatest bargain in the history of American 
racing, as it turned out. 

If it hadn’t been that I wanted to get horses 
in training instead of yearlings Man o’ War 
might have worn my own racing colors. I had 
handled Masda, his full sister, and I knew that 


if he possessed the same kind of speed that 
she had he would be a humdinger. Several 
times when I had held the stopwatch on Masda 
she had run so fast that I thought there must 
be some mistake and I had asked others to 
verify what my own watch told me. But they 
caught her in the same time. In her works she 
was one of the fastest tricks I’ve ever trained 
and she was good at actual racing, too, but not 
the same filly she was in the early morning gal¬ 
lops. I thought of Masda when I first heard of 
Man o’ War, but I let it stop with thinking. 
Riddle didn’t. 

Man o’ War became the idol of the public 
early in his two-year-old form. He simply 
smothered his opponents for speed and stamina, 
covering the ground in great leaps and seldom 
seeming to be pressed to show how fast and 
courageous he was. It was Man o’ War off by 
himself, a flashing streak of horseflesh, in stake 
after stake, the Keene Memorial, the Youthful, 
the Tremont, the Hudson, the Grand Union, 
the United States Hotel, the Hopeful, and the 
Futurity. He suffered only one defeat that sea¬ 
son and that through a bad piece of racing 
luck. It came in the Sanford Memorial at Sara¬ 
toga when Man o’ \IC^ar got away to a bad start 
and then ran into a pocket from which Johnny 
Loftus, his rider and the premier jockey of the 
time, could not escape in time to catch the 
Whitney horse Upset. In the stretch, Man o’ 
War came with a great rush, once he had got 
clear of interference, and he came within half 
a length of nipping Upset, to whom he was 
conceding fifteen pounds. 

As a three-year-old Man o’ War was un- 
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beaten. He began by winning the Preakness and 
then swept through the Withers, the Belmont, 
the Dwyer, the Realization, the Kenilworth 
Cup at Windsor, and many other stakes. In the 
Dwyer he met John P. Grier, from the stable 
of H. P. Whitney, and broke the heart of this 
game horse, his closest rival, if you could call 
any horse of his age a rival. Grier was never the 
same horse after that encounter. In the Poto¬ 
mac Handicap at Havre de Grace, Man o' War 
went to the post with the crushing burden of 
138 pounds on his back and got away from the 
barrier in a tangle, three or four lengths back 
of the field, when one of the assistant starters 
held his bridle as the starting signal came. But 
he quickly overtook his field on the heavy 
track and won the race, leading the good horse 
Wildair, 108 pounds, under the wire. That 
race is remembered as Man o’ War’s greatest, 
as well as one of the most remarkable exhibi¬ 
tions of Thoroughbred gameness on record. 

It was when Man o’ War was bowling over 
every competitor in his division that the de¬ 
mand came for a march between him and Sir 
Barton, winner of the Kentucky Derby of 1919 
and a horse of the highest calibre in his four- 
year-old form the next year. Sir Barton, a son 
of *Star Shoot, was being campaigned by Com¬ 
mander J. K. L. Ross, the Canadian sportsman, 
who was racing a powerful stable. The race 
was held at Kenilworth in Canada and attracted 
international attention, but as horse races go it 
was no contest. Sir Barton had trained off 
badly before he went to the post and he was 
no march for the champion three-year-old. 
Man o’ War took the track at the start, held it 
all the way, and just galloped to a seven or 
eight-lengths victory over the little son of *Star 
Shoot. The only effect of the race was to estab¬ 
lish Man o’ War more firmly than ever as the 
greatest horse the American turf has ever seen. 
He retired as a three-year-old the winner of 
twenty races in twenty-one starts and with earn¬ 
ings for his owner of two hundred and forty- 
nine thousand, four hundred and sixty-five 
dollars, the largest amount ever won by an 
American horse up to that time. 


It was just about the time Man o’ War was 
making his never-to-be-forgotten record that I 
stopped one afternoon for a chat in the club¬ 
house with Harry M. Stevens, the caterer at the 
baseball parks and the race tracks. He intro¬ 
duced me to a man standing there with him. 
It was Harry F. Sinclair, the oil man. Later in 
the afternoon I ran into E. E. Smathers, who 
had owned McChesney and other good horses 
when I trained for him some years before this. 
With him was Mr. Sinclair. 

Sam, I want you to meet an old friend of 
mine, Mr. Sinclair. He’s a baseball fan and I’m 
trying to tell him how much better horse rac¬ 
ing is as a sport,” said Mr. Smathers. 

Mr. Sinclair and I laughed at this and told 
E. E. that everybody at the track was trying to 
introduce us. 

’’If they keep on we ought to get to know 
each other some time or other,” Mr. Sinclair 
remarked. 

"Whenever I come to the races I always get 
Mr. Hildreth to mark my programme,” Smath¬ 
ers broke in, addressing the oil man. Then he 
turned to me, saying, ’’Here, Sam, put circles 
around a few good ones on that programme.” 

When I’d marked his programme with the 
horses I thought had the best chances of win¬ 
ning their races that day, I turned to Mr. Sin¬ 
clair and asked if he would like me to do the 
same for him. He replied that he would be 
extremely glad to have the benefit of any in¬ 
formation I could give him, as he was not 
familiar with the form of race horses and was 
pretty much at sea when it came to picking 
winners. I marked the entire card of six races 
for both of them. Five of my selections won. 

The next day I met Mr. Sinclair in the club¬ 
house again and he thanked me for my choices. 

\ all of them except 

one, he said. ”In the Futurity I went to Pur- 
chase m^ead of Dunboyne and now I know 
Detter. Dunboyne had won the Futurity. 

We stood talking for a few moments and as 
1 was about to move on Mr. Sinclair asked 
whether Id mind marking his programme 
again. 1 did and again I hit on several winners. 

veiy time I saw him after that I volunteered 
to circle the names of the horses I liked, and 
as luck would have it I was in a great winning 
streak. Nearly everything I picked was either 
coming down in front or knocking at the door. 
Alter this had continued for a week or so Mr. 
Sinclair met me one afternoon and asked me 
to sit down for a little talk with him. 
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”It’s very nice of you, Mr. Hildreth, to go 
on giving me winners every day as you have 
been.” 

“That’s perfectly all right; I’m only too glad 
to do it for a friend of E. E. Smathers or Harry 
Stevens. You’re perfectly welcome to any help 
I can give and don’t think there is any obliga¬ 
tion to it, not for a moment.” 

And the outcome of that conversation was 
the formation of a combination that still con¬ 
tinues after five years of successful campaign¬ 
ing on the turf. Our first arrangement was for 
a pool to back the horses I fancied, but it be¬ 
came an actual partnership as Mr. Sinclair’s in¬ 
terest in racing grew. I had seven or eight good 
horses running at the time, Lucullite and Mad 
Hatter at the head of the string, and Mr. Sin¬ 
clair asked me one day if I would mind selling 
him an interest in Lucullite, to whom he had 
taken a great fancy. I consented and it was 
Lucullite that first ran in our joint interests. 

There was a horse running that year which 
looked to me as having the makings of a real 
champion. A great massive horse, he was, for 
a two-year-old, with a rich chestnut coat that 
sparkled, a broad, noble head that is the mark 
of a fine race horse, and a smooth action that 
told of a world of speed and power yet to be 
developed. That was Purchase, the son of Or- 
mondale—Cherryola, by imported Tanzmeister. 
And well he should be a fine specimen of 
Thoroughbred, for his breeding was of the 
purple. Ormondale, his sire, was the Futurity 
winner of his year, and Cherryola, his dam, a 
fine race mare that had won twenty-six races in 
the years of 1909 to 1913. I knew his daddy 
and his mother both. So I put out feelers for 
Purchase, and when George D. Smith let me 
have him, I knew I had made a bargain that 
would bring me a fine return on my invest- 
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ment. I bought Lord Brighton from Smith at 
the same time. 

It was in the Futurity of 1918 that I had 
first become impressed with Purchase’s racing 
qualities. Though I had backed Dunboyne to 
win that race and though Mr. Sinclair had 
gone against my judgment when he went to 
Purchase, I knew that it was only through bad 
racing luck that Purchase had lost. Earlier in 
the season he had run five races before win¬ 
ning, but in the sixth he performed in a man-, 
ner that made him an equal favorite with Dun¬ 
boyne for the Futurity. And it was only because 
he swerved as the barrier went up that he 
failed to lead the field under the wire. It was 
lucky for me that he had been a victim of this 
accident of running. His price would probably 
have been double what I paid if he had won. 

Purchase was the best horse I ever trained, 
and I say that without any strings to it. As a 
three-year-old he started eleven times and won 
nine races. I started him on the season’s cam¬ 
paign on July 10, 1919, when I sent him after 
the Dwyer Stakes at a mile and a furlong at 
Aqueduct and I wasn’t a bit afraid about the 
good field named to start. Sir Barton, Eternal, 
Cirrus, Crystal Ford, and Questionnaire. I was 
even sorry when the sloppy condition of the 
track caused the withdrawal of three of these. 
Eternal, Cirrus, and Questionnaire, leaving only 
three to go to the post and only Sir Barton as 
a real opponent. But Sir Barton had won the 
Kentucky Derby and was supposed to be the 
champion three-year-old of the year, so a vic¬ 
tory over him meant a great deal. And this 
victory Purchase scored with the greatest ease, 
winning by three lengths from the odds on 
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favorite. Crystal Ford being a distant trailer all 
the way. 

If Purchase was good to look upon as a two- 
year-old he was magnificent when he reappeared 
as a three-year-old. So besides being my great¬ 
est horse he was the finest looking one I ever 
saddled, standing more than sixteen hands high, 
splendidly muscled, and a race horse in every 
ounce of his flesh. Mr. Vosburgh, of the Jockey 
Club, wrote of him, "He had the size of Mel¬ 
bourne, the power of Stockwell, the beauty of 
Orlando, the speed of Ormonde and St. Simon, 
and the indomitable courage of Lexington.” That 
describes Purchase, who is standing today at 
the Rancocas Farm in New Jersey, quartered 

the largest box stall to give him the freedom 
his size demands, and next door to Grey Lag 
and Zev and Lucullite and Kai-Sang. 

The one thing not told of Purchase is that 
hard luck followed him in his racing days as 
it does few Thoroughbreds. There is no telling 
how far the most famous of Ormondale’s sons 
might have gone but for his misfortunes As a 
two-year-old he had the Walden Stakes at his 
mercy, with ten or twelve pounds off, when he 
injured one of his legs three days before the 


race. The next year I was preparing him for 
the Kentucky Derby and the Preakness, and he 
was showing speed that made me feel confident 
he would win one of these or maybe both 
when he reared in his stall, got one of his front 
feet caught in the hay-rack, and crippled him- 
selr. Sir Barton won the Kentucky that year, 
and when Purchase romped away from Sir Bar¬ 
ton in the Dwyer two months later I was more 
than ever convinced that it was only his bad 
luck that had kept him from having his name 
written on the honor list of Kentucky Derby 

Winnf'rc ' ^ 
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had to carry; weight itself was not a burden to 
*t*' 2 pping colt. He showed this when he 
shook off his old enemy for a while that sum- 
mer and won the Southampton Handicap with 
5 ^ pounds up, beating Eternal with 125, the 
Stuyvesant with 124, the Saranac with 133, the 
Huron with 134, and the Saratoga with 118. 
n the Brooklyn he was given the highest 
weig t ever carried by a three-year-old in that 
stake 117 pounds, and he ran second for his 
hrst defeat of the season. The second time he 
was beaten came in the race for the Saratoga 
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Cup over a mile and six furlongs, when he met 
Exterminator, winner of the Kentucky Derby of 
1918, and one of the most popular horses that 
have raced in America. Exterminator was a 
Hindoo over a route and a bear in the mud, 
but I was never more confident of anything 
than I was that I would win that race. I re¬ 
member standing in the clubhouse and telling 
some friends that I thought the short price of 
1 to 3 against Purchase was really a good price. 
And the way that race was run is one of those 
things I like to forget. Bill Knapp, a capable 
jockey ordinarily, could not have ridden worse. 
In the stretch he lost his whip and with it Pur- 
chases chance of leading Exterminator home. 
It was another piece of bad luck for this unfor¬ 
tunate horse. 

It was while he was at the top of his three- 
year-old form that a horseman approached me 
one afternoon and asked if I would consider 
selling Purchase. I knew that particular fellow 
didn’t have anything like enough money to buy 
the horse, so I thought it was a joke. 

"No, I mean it, absolutely. One of the big¬ 
gest owners at the track has asked me to see 
you about it; I’m representing him,’’ he told 
me. 

"Who is it?" I asked. 

"I’m not at liberty to say until I find out 
whether you will sell." 

"How much does he war t to pay for Pur¬ 
chase?" 

"He’ll go as high as three hundred thousand 
dollars." 

That is the highest sum I’ve ever heard of 
being offered for a race horse. It was a tempt¬ 
ing offer and I had good reason to believe 
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that it was Commander Ross who was trying 
to buy Purchase. But I refused. It was at a 
time when I was just getting together a stable 
of horses to carry my own colors and I was 
certainly in no mood to part with the best one 
I had ever handled. And this was just before 
Purchase met with the accident at Laurel. After 
that I doubt whether Commander Ross would 
have offered half the amount for Purchase, as 
it was uncertain then how serious the injury 
was. 

A little later in the season, when we had 
moved on to Laurel in Maryland, the old jinx 
returned. I had tried to arrange with Com¬ 
mander Ross for a match between Purchase and 
Sir Barton, but he refused. There wasn’t much 
left for Purchase to beat. Man o’ War and he 
were the heroes of the year, but the Riddles 
preferred the three-year-old races for their 
champion. So the only thing I could do was to 
keep Purchase in fit condition and send him out 
for the less important honors. One morning I 
was breezing him a half-mile in fifty seconds 
when he struck a rock or some other hard ob¬ 
stacle on the track and tore the ligaments loose 
in his off front leg. He was lame for two or 
three months after that and I decided to give 
him a good long rest before sending him back 
to the races. In the spring I had him in the 
stud, where he served a few mares, and kept 
working hard on him all through that year to 
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Commensurate has moved to Jervis

get him ready for campaigning again. In July, 
1921 , at five years old, he was sound and fit. 

I entered him at Empire City and the reception 
he received reminded me of Stromboli’s return 
to the races earlier in the season. He won two 
races at Empire and I shipped him to Sara¬ 
toga. On the train he wrenched one of his hind 
legs and again was thrown out of training. 
That was the end of his racing days. I retired 
him to Rancocas to stay, listed in my memory 
as the greatest race horse I ever owned, the 
most magnificent Thoroughbred I have ever 
seen, and yet the one with the worst luck. 

Before this Mr. Sinclair and I had formed a 
racing partnership and had set out to get to¬ 
gether one of the strongest stables that have 
ever raced in this country. The man who had 
been introduced to me as a baseball fan not 
much acquainted with horse racing had be¬ 
come more enthusiastic about his new diver¬ 
sion than he had been about the sport he*d 
followed from his boyhood days. The way he 
went about building up a string of horses re¬ 
minded me of the methods the Dwyers had 
used years before. His heart was set on win¬ 
ning the big stakes; he had been carried away 
with the thrill of seeing his horses come tear¬ 
ing down the stretch in the lead of the fi^ld, 
while the crowd shrieked its tribute to the win¬ 
ner. It is the way of every fellow who gets the 
hang of the race track and who understands the 
spell that comes with the rolling thunder of 
hoofs in the loam and whose heart bangs 
against his ribs when he sees his own colors 
weaving to the front of a field that flashes 
along with the speed of a meteor and with 
the grace of a bird in flight. And I could tell 
that the spell was full upon this man, with his 
natural love for the outdoors and with a mind 
tuned to the winning scale. 

Both of us were on the lookout for young 
horses that showed promise. It was my job to 
keep the stable up to the mark we had set for 
ourselves, but Mr. Sinclair was picking up 
knowledge of horseflesh fast and his sugges¬ 
tions were valuable. One afternoon at Aqueduct 
we were both impressed with the qualities of 
a two-year-old running for the first time in the 
colors of J. H. Rossiter. The youngster was 
Inchcape, a son of Friar Rock, and the way he 
romped away from a field of high-class ones 
told me that here was a horse of exceptional 
merit. 

“I think we ought to buy that fellow,” I re¬ 
marked after the race.

”I don’t think there’s any doubt about it,” 
Mr. Sinclair replied. And it was pleasing to me 
that he had recognized Inchcape as a probable 
champion. 

Horse racing was in a flourishing condition 
and prices were on the rise. Mr. Rossiter fixed 
a large price for Inchcape and wouldn’t budge 
from that. While we were dickering for the 
Friar Rock colt he won another race. That set¬ 
tled it and we met the demand, each of us 
owning a half-interest in accordance with our 
partnership arrangement. It was the highest 
price ever paid for a two-year-old and remains 
so today. But it was an unlucky investment. 
Inchcape won only one race in our colors. He 
went wrong then and never responded to treat¬ 
ment. We retired him to Rancocas for stud 
duty. 

The success we’d gone in search of came in 
even a larger measure than we’d hoped for. 
Mad Hatter was our chief reliance in the older 
division, and though many of the regulars 
around racing will cuss at this horse and say 
he was not a consistent runner, it is only neces¬ 
sary to look over his record to see just what 
he has accomplished. There you will find his 
name bracketed as the winner of the Latonia 


Championship, the Bowie, the Suburban and 
twice in the Metropolitan, the Kings County 
the Toboggan, and the Jockey Club Gold Cup,’ 
with total winnings for his seven years of rac¬ 
ing amounting to one hundred ninety-four 
thousand five hundred twenty-five dollars. And 
Grey Lag, a younger horse, by imported *Star 
Shoot out of Miss Minnie, had joined our string 
to do his part in the fine run of luck we were 
having. It is Grey Lag that I regard as the sec¬ 
ond-best race horse I have handled in my fifty 
years on the turf. With him we earned one 
hundred thirty-three thousand seven hundred 
and twenty-five dollars in purses and many of 
the most important stakes on the racing calen¬ 
dar, the Suburban, Brooklyn, Metropolitan, Bel¬ 
mont, Devonshire International, and Saratoga, 
to name a few. You will recall the confidence 
the racing public had in this horse and how 
everyone knew he could be counted upon to 
give the utmost of his brilliant speed and cour- 
age, an honest and reliable horse if the race 
track ever saw one.

Two Separate Racing Programs 
Provide Maryland-Bred Revenue 


Maryland Fund Purses 

The Maryland Fund program provided $665,000 in purse money in 1969. All Maryland Fund races were 
of course, restricted to registered Maryland-bred horses. In addition, the Maryland Fund provided breeders with’ 
bonus awards totaling $63,175 and to the owners of stallions standing in Maryland went a total of $22,681.25 
in bonus awards. 

An explanation of the mechanics of the Maryland Fund program follows: 

The Maryland Fund Program is administered by a five-man committee of which Carle A. Jackson is 

chairman. Mr. Jackson is also a member of the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Other Maryland Fund Committee members are: Charles J. Lang (representing the mile tracks), John M. 

Heil (the half-mile tracks), William G. Christmas (the Maryland Horse Breeders Association) and Charles E. 

Reithmeyer (the Maryland Horse Breeders Association). 

Although the Fund is supervised by this committee, the committee is empowered to do nothing more than 
make recommendations to the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Money generated for the Fund (.34 per cent of the mutuel handle at the mile tracks and .4 per cent at 
the minor tracks) by a particular track is spent specifically at that track. A carryover in money accumulated but 
not spent (or money spent in excess of Maryland Fund income) is maintained from one year to the next. 

Sin^ce the Maryland Fund purse distribution is decided upon prior to the start of a meeting, it is virtually 
impossible for purse distribution exactly to equal Maryland Fund income. 

After five and a half years of operation, the difference between income ($4,867,446.06) and expenditure 
($4,734,110) is $133,336.06. ^ 

Maryland Fund purses at the mile tracks range from a minimum of $5,000 to a top prize of $30,000. 
Half-mile tracks offer a minimum purse of $3,000 in the Fund program. Their maximum is the $15,000* All 
Maryland Handicap at Timonium. 

In all Maryland Fund races the breeder of the winner receives a bonus equivalent to 10 per cent of the 
gross purse. And if the sire of the winner stood in Maryland at the time the winner was conceived, the owner 
of that stallion receives a bonus equivalent to 5 per cent of the gross purse. 


'Open Race Bonuses’ 

The program of races restricted to Maryland-breds which existed prior to the passage of House Bill 106 
in 1962 is still maintained on a three-a-week basis. These races have no set purse pattern. Purse money for 
them comes from the tracks’ normal overnight purse distribution. 

These Maryland-bred races are designed to accommodate the cheaper grade of Maryland-breds. Purses for 
these races at the mile tracks are normally in the $3,000-$4,000 range. No breeder bonuses are paid to the 
winners of these Maryland-bred races. 

Purses for these Maryland-bred races totaled $331,400 during the 1969 season. 

The "open” race breeder bonuses are paid by the tracks themselves. These bonuses go to the breeders 
of the winners of all races which are not restriaed to Maryland-breds. 

At the mile tracks the bonus is $250 when the purse value to the winner is less than $2,500 and $500 
when the purse value to the winner is $2,500 or more. 


At the half-mile tracks, the "open” breeder bonus is a sum equivalent to 10 per cent of the gross purse. 
The total amount paid in breeder awards by the tracks in 1969 was $170,753. 

All breeders and stallion owners gaining bonuses pay to the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 5 per 
cent of each bonus as a service charge for the bookkeeping involved in maintaining records for the various 
programs. 

In 1969, the total service charge was $13,505.75.

Cornwall Gains Top Position 

Cornwall, the deceased sire of Towson and 
other stakes winners, was the leading brood¬ 
mare sire in the "Per Cent of Winners” cate¬ 
gory, according to a survey printed by The 
Thoroughbred Record in its issue of Decem¬ 
ber 20. 

Other Maryland stallions noted among the 
leaders were Due de Fer (deceased), Tailspin 
(deceased) and Prince Dare. 

Cornwall was owned and trained by B. 
Frank Christmas. He earned over $40,000 while 
winning the Richard Johnson Stakes and nine 
other races. Foaled in 1947, Cornwall was a 
son of Some Chance out of Corinne Dailey by 
Swift and Sure. 

His stakes-winning offspring include Tow- 
son ($49,156), Silwall ($148,728) and Wall- 
ofroses ($50,000). Towson now stands at stud 
at the Christmas’ Idle Miss Farm in Monkton. 

Prince Dare, a foal of 1950, stands at Mr. 
and Mrs. C. Oliver Goldsmith’s Longwood Farm 
in Glenwood, Md. Owned by a syndicate, the 
son of *Princequillo has long ranked among 
Maryland’s more successful stallions. Among 
his stakes-winning offspring is Uncle Willie M 
who also stands at stud at Longwood and is 
advertised in this issue of The Maryland 
Horse. 

Prince Dare was bred by Mrs. Goldsmith’s 
father, the late Walter A. Edgar. He was a 
stakes-winner of $68,225.

Th y 
one now in Red Monk although it will be some 
time before they know whether he will ever 
run again. 

Trainer John Tammaro, the man who devel¬ 
oped Red Monk, was not happy last Sunday. 
Red Monk’s first stakes victory was bittersweet. 
Tammaro admitted, "When I ran him, I knew 
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it could finish him. He came out of the race 
very sore. He didn't show it at first but Sunday 
mining he was bad. I don’t know ‘f.hell evej 
race again, but he is such an amazing horse, 
maybe he’ll come back. 

"After his workout (five furlongs in .58 4/5) 
last Monday, I decided to take a chance. He 
was the nearest he has ever been to ^ 

tion. But I knew running him would take its

"Red Monk has great ability and an extra 
amount of courage. He had chips in both knees 
removed at the University of 
erinary school. For a time, it looked like he 
might never get to the races. 

"When he did last October, I could only run 
him I couldn’t train him in between. He ran, 
then he needed a lot of time- All I could do to 
keep him fit was hack him real slow.

to soften up. But when he ran, he gave it every¬ 
thing he had.

As if to point up the obstacles that Red 
Monk has had to surmount, Tammaro recalled 
a conversation with Don Bradley, who saddled 
John A. Hersberger’s Juvenile John in the 
Southern Maryland. (The son of Assemblyman 
was the beaten favorite, failing by a neck in an 
excellent effort.) ”Don told me he never 
thought Red Monk would make it back to the 
races after his first start back in October. I guess 
Vm lucky to have gotten this far with Red 
Monk.” 

Eldon Nelson, who handled Red Monk so 
ably, seemed to echo Tammaro, saying, ’This 
colt is full of heart. No telling just how good 
he’d be if his knees and ankles were right. 


While Tammaro worries about Red Monk, 
Don Bradley can look ahead to Juvenile John’s 
future. The Maryland-bred put in a powerful 
race Saturday, racing wide all the way and still 
finishing with a flourish. The race suggests that 
Juvenile John will stand an excellent chance of 
repeating in the big race of the meeting, the 
John B. Campbell Handicap. 

Tommy Lee, who rode Juvenile John, com¬ 
mented after the race, ”He reared up in the 
gate and acted up. I think this took something 
out of him, otherwise, he would have won.” 

Peter Fuller’s Parchment, who was third, 
flashed sufficient form to suggest he will be 
very much in the sprint handicap picture. The 
Royal Note gelding had to squeeze through on 
the turn to gain contention after dropping back 
early. Robin Platts, who handled the bay geld- 
ing, said, ”He ran a good race, but he just 
couldn t make it. He cut his mouth in the gate 
and that didn’t help.” 
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AQHA Champion Hill Country 
Joe Promising New Stallion

AQHA Champion Hill Country Joe, 
#266,787, a sorrel stallion, was foaled March 
12, 1963 , at the Hankins Ranch, Rocksprings, 
Texas. He was bred by Lowell H. Hankins and 
is presently owned by Virginia Epes Harper, 
Cambridge, Maryland. 

Hill Country Joe was purchased by Mrs. 
Harper at the Hankins Brothers Sale in Fort 
Worth, Texas, on April 11, 1964. Sired by 
King Bars, by Three Bars, and out of L H. 
Joetta, who is by Joe Traveler and out of 
Escoba, Hill Country Joe was awarded his 
AQHA Championship in August, 1968, with 
22 halter points and 18 performance points. 
He was handled and shown to his Champion¬ 
ship by Pat Faitz, Mt. Pocono, Pa. 

Hill Country Joe was shown twice at halter 
in Texas as a yearling before being brought to 
Maryland. He stood first in a class of 9 colts 
at North Fort Worth on May 1, 1964, and 
first in a class of 5 at Mineral Wells, Texas, on 
May 8, 1964. 

Shown twice at halter in 1966 as a 3-year-old, 
Hill Country Joe stood first in a class of 8 at 
Prince Frederick, Maryland, and first in a class 
of 6 at Delaware State Fair. 

He was shown three times in 1967 as a 
4-year-old, standing second twice and Reserve 
Champion once. 

Hill Country Joe did not really begin his 
show career until the summer of 1968 as a 5- 
year-old, under the tutelage of Pat Faitz. First 
time out with Pat he stood first in the Aged 
Stallion Class and was Grand Champion 
Stallion under John Carter as judge at Lewis- 
burg, Pa. At this same show he was shown for 
the first time in a performance class and 
picked up his first V 2 point by placing sixth 
out of 28 in Senior Western Pleasure. 

Pat continued showing him during the 1968 
season in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and Mary¬ 


land. At halter he was Grand Champion five 
times and Reserve twice. He stood first in the 
Aged Stallion class eight times and second 
twice. In performance Pat showed him under 
both Western and English tack — iVi of his 
performance points were won in English 
Pleasure classes. One of his best days was 
August 25, 1968, at Succasunna, New Jersey, 
where he stood first of 11 Aged Stallions at 
Halter, second of 23 horses in the Senior 
Western Pleasure Class, and then after a 
quick tack change, followed this by standing 
third of 24 horses in the English Pleasure Class. 

Hill Country Joe earned his Championship 
points under twenty-two different judges in 
twenty-six shows as widely separated as 
Mineral Wells, Texas, and Brookville, Long 
Island, New York. 

Hill Country Joe’s present owner, Virginia 
Epes Harper, was one of the ’’pioneers” with 
Quarter Horses, and more particularly Cutting 
Horses, on the East Coast. From 1956 to 1962 
she lived at Montauk Point, New York, on the 
tip end of Long Island, and under the name of 
Indian Field Ranch, operated what was at that 
time one of the largest Quarter Horse opera¬ 
tions east of the Mississippi. In January, 1958, 
she brought from Texas her great stallion Joe 
Cody, (now owned by C. T. Fuller, Willow 
Brook Farms, Catasauqua, Pa.) already an 
AQHA Champion and one of the top stallions 
ever to come East. Joe was shown almost ex¬ 
clusively as a Cutting Horse and was East 
Coast Cutting Horse Champion in 1959 and 
i960. Meanwhile, he was busy as a sire, pro¬ 
ducing, among others, the two great buckskin 
mares Sappho Cody and Easter Cody, who went 
to Tom Fuller at Willow Brook and on to great 
glory as Honor Roll Horses. 

In 1962 , Virginia moved to the Eastern Shore 
of Maryland and cut down on the size and 

Eastern Quarter Horse pioneer Virginia Epes

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scope of her horse operation considerably. 
Wanting his great performance record to 
stand untarnished, she took Joe Cody to no 
more shows, but retired him to the stud. Having 
seen his own worth as a "doing horse” and 
haying seen him demonstrate his ability to pass 
this on to his get, she began to wonder what a 
third generation would be like. She set out to 
find what she hoped would be the right cross 
for his daughters, and finally found it at the 
Hankins Brothers Sale in April, 1964. 

There were four King Bars colts in the sale 
that appealed to her, and in a mutual agreement 
with her son, they came home with Hill 
Country Joe. 

Bred to daughters of Joe Cody and a limited 
number of others, Joe is producing some beauti¬ 
ful offspring. None are old enough yet to have 
proved themselves, but the promise is there and 
Virginia has high hopes for them all. 

Since her major objective in purchasing Hill 
Country Joe was to use him as a breeding 
stallion if he proved to be what she wanted, 
she planned only to show him enough to get 
his Championship. Having accomplished this 
in 1968 , he has not been shown since, but has 
been kept busy at home during the breeding 
season. He is an extremely easy riding and 
gentlemanly stallion and has provided many 
hours of pleasure just "hacking.” As for the 
future, Virginia feels Joe is too young perhaps 
to hang up his shield and stay home — so who 
can say for sure what the future may hold in 
store for him. • 



Off On 2-Year-Ride 



25-year-old American-born adventurer 
last month commenced a two-year horseback 
ride. On December 5, John H. Popham, 3d, 
left San Antonio, Texas, riding one horse and 
leading another. If all goes well, he will be in 
the saddle every day for the next two years— 
at the end of which time he hopes to arrive in 
Buenos Aires, Argentina. 

The 10,000-mile journey is being attempted 
for "adventure and educational purposes,” says 
Popham. He hopes, also, to write a book about 
his experiences. 

A graduate of four universities in the United 
States and Mexico, Popham is a naturalized 
citizen of Colombia, South America. His only 
companion on the trip will be a big German 
Shepherd named Fiery. 

Plans for his trip were worked out in con¬ 
junction with the American Quarter Horse As¬ 
sociation. The AQHA also supplied Popham 
with his two mounts. 

Popham expects to find food for himself 
and his animals from farmers and ranchers. He 
hopes to average 15 to 20 miles per day. The 
country through which he will travel varies 
from snow-covered mountains to some of the 
world s most awesome deserts.

In an article titled “Timber Racing and The 
Hunter,” Janon Fisher, Jr., wrote: .... the 
cry has gone up that horses which race with 
success over timber are not hunters but race¬ 
horses with a knack of jumping timber fences 
at full speed, and that a real hunter has no 
business in present cross-country races. Should 
one ask why a certain outstanding hunter is not 
raced in the Maryland Hunt Cup, the usual 
answer would be that the horse is too good as 
a hunter to spoil by racing. This answer has 
always seemed to me to be based on theory, 
not fact. Probably this excuse was used to cover 
up the fact that the owner did not think the 

horse good enough to make a creditable show-

From a survey done on the weight of wean¬ 
lings, the editor reported that the average 
weight per month of age was 68.37 pounds.

THE OFFICIAU PUBLICATION OF THE 
MARYLAND HORSE BREEDERS' ASSOCIATION 


Statistics released on the 1939 season by the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
revealed that steeplechase purses paid by Pim¬ 
lico were the third highest in the nation, ex¬ 
ceeded only by Belmont Park and Aqueduct. 
Pimlico’s jump purses for 1939 totaled $35,080. 
Laurel paid out $13,000. Maryland’s leading 
steeplechase trainers were Mrs. John Bosley and 
her husband who maintained separate stables. 
Mrs. Bosley won nine races and $8,350. Mr. 
Bosley accounted for ten victories and $6,975. 
Leading Maryland jumper was Dr. Walter 
Wickes’ *Valpuiseaux who earned $3,225. Sec¬ 
ond to him was William M- Elder’s Walkaway 
with $2,450. 

Commenting on Pimlico’s use of the Puett 
starting gate and “the new electrical timing 
device,” Raleigh S. Burroughs said: “. . . New 
mechanical contraptions are usually looked 
upon with an attitude of suspicion by those 
who direct the destinies of the Thoroughbred 
sport. But the people who give us racing in 
Maryland are a strangely progressive lot and 
their ability to pick out the really practicable 
innovations is uncanny, for every guess seems 
to be a right one. . . .”

THE SPOILSPORTS 
Tim Fitzgeorge-Parker 
Andre Deutsch 

(105 Great Russell St., London) 

192 pp. 30 shillings 

The author is racing correspondent of the 
London Daily Mail and pulls no punches m 
telling frankly what is wrong with British 
racing. In fact, since his earliest criticisms were 
leveled, many of his suggestions have been 
adapted by racing’s rulers. But there still is 
much more improvement needed. 

Some of his areas covered include: breeding 
—too much for "fashion," not enough for 
soundness; fillies especially retired too early; 
good advice on yearling analyses and buying 
"spirit” needed for new owners. Courses—poor 
stands at Ascot discourage newcomers, as does 
officials’ rudeness to foreign owners and racing 
officials; Weatherby’s—far too dictatorial, al¬ 
lowing owners to pile up tremendous bills, yet 
forcing trainers to settle with riders almost 


immediately; stable help^underpaid, few op¬ 
portunities to ride, thus easy prey for doping 
gangs; he does not believe girl riders can handle 
strong young stallions. 

A former trainer himself, Fitzgeorge-Parker 
reveals how Weatherby’s turned down his at¬ 
tempt to get a ’chase trainer’s license to go 
with his flat license, since he had only three 
hurdlers and five were required. By listing a 
friend’s hunter and a stable "pony” as chasers, 
he got his license. 

His detailed following of the foot-dragging 
about introducing the automatic starting gate 
shows British officialdom at its worst. Danny 
Van Clief was told not to mention them in a 
1962 speech although they were to be intro¬ 
duced in France the next year. In 1964, finally, 
they were used in seven exhibition races. That 
December the press was told there were "other 
priorities, ” but finally Tom Blackwell pushe 
them through. This book makes American rac¬ 
ing officials seem as wise as Solomon.

John Welcome, Faber & Faber. 

ON THE STRETCH (222 pp. £l:ls) 

John Welcome, Faber & Faber 
(24 Russell Sq., London) 

(238 pp. £1:40) 

Perhaps the success of Dick Francis has led 
to John Welcome’s shift in his writing atten¬ 
tion from being an editor of collections of short 
stories to devoting more time to the mystery 
adventures of Richard Graham, horseman and 
employe of a minor branch of British secret 
service. At any rate, readers of The Maryland 
Horse will find much to enjoy in Welcomes 
two latest novels. 

In ’’Hell,” Graham’s fortunes, precarious as 
they are, suffer a series of baffling bad turns. 
His ’chaser, Kitchener, wins a thrilling race, 
but his agent failed to make a bet for the 
owner. Graham goes to France to ride in an 
international amateur steeplechase, to discover 
a plot against him during the running. Later, 
though, he does learn who his opponent is and 
convinces him he will become a double-agent 
until he finally reverses the situation. 

In ”On the Stretch,” Graham has been fired 
from his job as a racing writer but hired by 
industrial tycoon Sam Hanaker, who wants him 
to manage his racing stable in Ireland. Hanaker 
claims Arthur Ravidge, a neighbor, was so in¬ 
censed at a lawsuit instituted by Hanaker be¬ 
cause Ravidge had collected a commission from 
both buyer and seller, that Ravidge now is 
trying to ’get at” Rollo before a big race. 
Graham’s experience enables Rollo s rider to 
get through a steward’s inquiry, and he also en¬ 
joys a fine hunt, at which he meets Ravidge 
and the latter’s attractive daughter. But the 
real quarry turns out to be Graham, once he 
learns Hanaker’s electronics firm has pirated a 
ground missile and is prepared to sell it to Rus¬ 
sia. Very exciting reading. 


THE HORSE IN THE WEST 
Bradley Smith 

The World Publishing Company 
255 pp. $19.95 

Bradley Smith has combined his talents as 
writer, photographer and art historian in this 
handsome and informative coffee table book. 

The horse was introduced into the Western 
Hemisphere when Arabian mares and stallions 


were brought to the West Indies by Columbus, 
who foresaw their importance in the New 
World, on his second voyage. After reaching 
the mainland with Spanish explorers the horse 
became a major factor in the history of West¬ 
ern North America. This history is fully cov¬ 
ered in the opening chapter, along with back¬ 
ground information on the evolution and de¬ 
velopment of the horse in the Old World. 

Two pictorial essays follow, the first on the 
horse in art, from Europe and Asia to the 
New World. The second is a particularly 
interesting set of color photographs of the wild 
horses of the West. Either once domesticated 
themselves or descendants of once domesticated 
animals, these horses roam a 31,000 acre wild 
horse refuge in the Pryor Mountain area. 

Mr. Smith then examines in detail the four 
major breeds in the modern West—the Ara¬ 
bian, the Thoroughbred, the Quarter Horse and 
the Appaloosa. He provides an excellent pic¬ 
ture of the contemporary situation with regard 
to each breed in text and photographs and ex¬ 
plains their history and characteristics.

Gun II was acquired by Glade Valley Farms 
this month. Sale of the 50 per cent interest 
was announced by David (Sonny) Werblin 
who had purchased Spring Double for $250,- 
000 in November. 

Whatever money is earned by Spring Double 
in the remaining races of his career will be 
shared by Werblin and Glade Valley. 

Spring Double was purchased by the late 
Mrs. Milton Erlanger’s Woodside Stud for 
slightly more than $100,000 from Dr. Frank E. 
Power midway of his 2-year-old season. He 
went on to win the Pimlico Futurity as a 2- 
year-old in the Woodside colors. 

Trained by Thomas J. Barry when owned by 
Power, Spring Double was handled by his pres¬ 
ent trainer, J. Bowes Bond, throughout the re¬ 
mainder of his career. 

In addition to the Pimlico Futurity, Spring 
Double won the Stuyvesant H, Camden H and 
Valley Forge H and placed in the Tremont, 
Sanford, Ocean City, Ventnor H, Valley Forge 
H (twice), Capitol H, Quaker City H, Atlantic 
City H (twice). City of Baltimore H, Salvator 
Mile H (twice). Royal Poinciana H, Camden 
H, Massachusetts H and New Orleans H. 

Dr. Roberr A. Leonard, manager and part- 
owner of Glade Valley Farms, was underbidder 
on Spring Double when he was bought by Mr. 
Werblin. 

Sold at Belmont Park in a Horses of Racing 
Age auction on November 24, Spring Double 
elicited a final bid from Dr. Leonard of $240,- 
000. Mr. Werblin went to $250,000 and got the 
horse.

EDITORIAL 


Brewer Got The Job Done 

No matter whether the Maryland racing industry's proposed legislation wins or 
loses in the 1970 session of the General Assembly, all persons interested in the sport's 
welfare owe a special thanks to the chairman of the Maryland Racing Commission, J. 
Newton Brewer, Jr. 

During the months of December and January Mr. Brewer accomplished something 
which had never before been done: he succeeded in getting ALL segments of the industry 
to agree on a single legislative package. 

This, as may well be imagined, was difficult in the extreme. Mr. Brewer's patience, 
tact and endurance were remarkable. In session after session he listened, talked, 
pleaded and argued. Twice meetings lasted from 10 A.M. to after 5 P.M. with only 45 
minutes off for lunch. 

By repeatedly making the point that the Maryland Industry's life was threatened, 
Mr. Brewer eventually won unanimity among segments which had been previously 
regarded as natural enemies. 

The final session (held on a Sunday morning at the Laurel race course) was 
remarkable. There at the same table sat the dogs, cats and mice-all nodding in agree¬ 
ment and shaking hands. 

The chairman, smiling broadly, was on the telephone to Governor Mandel. 

His first words were: "Mister Governor, for the first time in the history of Maryland's 
racing, the tracks, horsemen and breeders . .

Maryland-Bred Rules 

From The Maryland Racing Commission's "Rules of Racing" 

392 . To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each 
horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. To qualify 
for such registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, and, 
in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his 
breeding stock continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a 
mare having conceived in Maryland the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State 
to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the season of the birth of said foal. 

(a) A horse is bred where it is foaled. I'he breeder is the owner of the dam 
at the time of foaling. 

(b) Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission, and the, decision of the Commission shall be final. 


(c) To be considered a Maryland stallion, it is required that he be in the State of 
Marydand for at least one full breeding season, commonly understood to be the first 
six months of a year, or if the stallion is brought in subsequent to the start of the 
breeding season he must be approved as a Maryland stallion by the Registration Com¬ 
mittee of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association.
